What’s Going On? 


What went on, in the Executive Meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen, Monday night ? No one 
seems to be certain, but there were plenty of 
rumors to be heard, on Tuesday. 

Mainly, the rumors said that Jim Miceli and 
friends went after the Town Manager hammer 
and tong, to force him to make a certain ap- 
pointment in the Fire Department to the office 
of Deputy Fire Chief. The Town Manager, 
fighting almost with his back to the wall, re- 
sisted, so the rumor mongers have it. 

Appointments, of course, are the sole peroga- 
tive of the Town Manager, and if any Selectmen 
were “pressuring” the Town Manager they 
were out of order. 

According to stories that the Town Crier 
heard Mr. Miceli was going in to the State 
House to get the Civil Service list, on Tuesday, 
to take away from the Town Manager the excuse 
that the list had not arrived at the Town Hall. 
(It isn’t due, technically, until February 13th). 

The rumors also have it that the Town Mana- 
ger was insisting that who ever is eligible for 
the appointment should undergo a physical ex- 
amination, by Dr. Fagan, before his name is 
considered by the Town Manager. This seemed 
to be, according to the stories, like waving a 
red flag in front of Miceli. 

Also stated, several times by knowing indivi- 
duals on Tuesday, that the man Mr. Miceli 
wants appointed is a man who can only perform 
certain services, and that if appointed he could 
retire on a physical disability within a week, 
at three-quarter salary that would exceed his 
present pay as a regular member of the Fire 
Department. 

The Town Crier, Wednesday morning, asked 
the Fire Chief if there were any persons on 
the Fire Department who can be classed as 
invalid. That gentleman told the Town Crier 
that all ‘the men in the Fire Deparement were 
able to perform their duties. 

The Town Manager was told by the Town 
Crier that the rumors were floating around, 
about the executive session. 

He grinned, perhaps ruefully, and said “it 
was a rough, rough night”’.

This is an appeal by the plain- 
tiffs under General Laws, Chapter 
40A Section 21 from a decision of 
the Board of Appeals of the Town 
of Wilmington (Board) granting 
a special permit to certain of the 
defendants. In their prolix and 
argumentative bil! of complaint, 
the plaintiffs complain of the 
grant of a special permit by the 
Board to use a parcel of land in 
a residential district as a club- 
house or lodge 

1 find the following facts: 

The defendants Ingalls, Ugolini, 
DePasquale, Copozzi and Powers 
are the owners of a parcel of land 
located at 17 Salem Street in the 
Town of Wilmington. This parcel 
has an area of eight and one-half 
acres with a frontage of 450 feet 
on Salem Street and a depth of 
920 feet. At present, there is no 
the parcel, an old, unused, two- 
story house. the windows of which 
are boarded up. This building is 
in very poor condition. ‘The par- 
cel is very near to the boundary 
line between Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington. The parcel of locus is 
situated in a district designated 
under the Town of Wilmington 
Zoning By-Law as Single Resi- 
dence-A. The five defendants 
who have title to the property, 
hold that title for the benefit of 
a lodge or branch of a social or- 
ganization known as Sons of Italy. 
The members of this lodge desire 
to erect on the locus a clubhouse 
to be used as a meeting place and 
social club for the members. 

‘The zoning By-Law of the Town 
does not authorize the use of land 
in a Single Residence-A District 
for a clubhouse. but Section III-1, 
B.S provides that in a Rural Dis- 
trict or Single _Residence-A

By virtue of these provisions of 
the Town Zoning By-Law. the 
Board of Appeals is authorized 
to grant a permit for an exception 
under the general regulation with 
respect to use of land in Single 
Residence-A Districts _authori- 
zing use of land in that district 
for a socalled clubhouse or 
lodge. 

Under date of June 24, 1970, the 
defendant owners of the locus filed 
an application with the Board of 
Appeals for a permit to use the 
locus for a clubhouse or lodge. 
After a public hearing on this 
application, the permit was gran- 
ted, subject to the following 
restrictions: 

“1. Remove the existing house 
on the land.

Text of theSensef Italy 
Zoning Decision 


“2: Provide a 300 foot setback 
from Salem Street. 

“3. Provide a 50 foot buffer 
zone on each side and in the back. 

“4, Leave the trees and foliage 
in the front area alone as much 
as possible 

“5. Fence in the usable area 
around the building 
“6. Have @ 9:00 P.M. restriction 
on all outdoor nightime activities. 

“7. Remove the remains of the 
barn from the property 
“8. No parking on the street. 

“9. Fill in existing septic tank on 
property 

“10, This permit to build must 
be obtained within two years 
otherwise this special permit 
will be null and void." 

At the hearing before the Board, 
considerable evidence was pre- 
sented in opposition to the grant 
of the permit, and evidence was 
also presented in favor of it 
Conflicting statements were made 
by persons at, the hearing with 
respect to the volume of traffic 
on Salem Street which abutted the 
locus. ‘There was evidence that 
the street had heavy traffic. that 
it was narrow and was shaped in 
an S curve: the traffic is heavy 
at rush hours in the morning and 
in the evening. Statements were 
also made to the effect that the 
area is a rural area compared to 
other parts of the Town of Wil- 
mington and that it has light traf- 
fic. 

It appears from the decision of 
the Board of Appeals that the Plan- 
ning Board had, prior to the hear- 
ing, considered the application 
and that it was unanimously op- 
posed to the granting of a permit 
on the following grounds: “1. No 
hardship has been shown. 2. It 
would derogate from the intent 
and purpose of the Zoning By- 
Laws. 3, It substantially dero- 
gates from the health and welfare 
of the people in the neighbor- 
hood." 

The decision of the Board of 
Appeals for the most part con- 
sists of statements in favor of 
the application or in opposition to 
it made by persons attending the 
hearing. The only statement 
made by the Board of reasons 
for its decision is as follows 

“The Board of Appeals feels 
that with the restrictions and con- 
ditions set forth in this special 
permit. that the construction of 
a non-profit lodge in this parti 
cular location will not be detri- 
mental to a residential area 
since Salem Street, in the 
opinion of the Board, is more of 
a Inter-town —_( Wilmington- 
Tewksbury) public street than a 

residential” street in the sense 
of the word 


“The Board also feels that the 
location of the proposed lodge 
is consistant with the locations 
of other non-profit organizations 
i Wilmington, such as the Am 
erican Legion. Knights of Colum: 
bus and the Wilmington Skating 
Club.” 

It may be doubted whether this 
statement of reasons complies 
with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 40-A, Section 18. 
which requires the Board to make 
a detailed record of its proceed- 
ings “‘setting forth clearly the 
reason or*reasons for its deci- 
sions. and of its. other official 
actions. However. 1 do not 
find it necessary to decide this 
point 

The major problem in connec- 
tion with the grant of this permit 
relates to the validity of the Zon- 
ing By-Laws of the defendant 
Town relating to the grant of 
permits. General Laws. Chapter 
40A, Section 4, allows a zoning 
ordinance or by-law to provide for 
exceptions to the regulations and 
restrictions contained therein. 
but such exceptions must “be in 
harmony with the general purpose 
and intent of the ordinance of by- 
law and may be subject to gene- 


ral or specifié rules therein 
contained.” ‘This section further 
provides that/the Board of Ap- 
peals or other appropriate body of 
the city or town may grant spe- 
cial permits for the allowance of 
an exception “in appropriate 
cases subject to appropriate 
conditions and safeguards”. It 
has been held in several cases 
that zoning ordinance or by-law 
cannot validly confer on a Board 
of Appeals a roving commission 
to grant permits at the discre- 
tion of the Board. In other words 
the zoning by-law itself must con- 
tain standards and guidelines 
governing the action of the Board 
in deciding whether to grant a 
permit. Clark vs. Board of 
Appeals of Newbury. 348 Mass. 
407. Cf, Burnham vs. Board of 
Appeals of Gloucester, 334 Mass. 
14; Wrona vx, Board of Appeals 
of Pittsfield, 338 Mass. 87; Mac- 
Gibbon vs. Board of Appeals of 
Duxbury. 255 Northeastern 2nd 
348 (1970); Moore vs. Cataldo, 
249 Northeastern 2nd. 578 (1969), 
1 rule thatthe by-law in question 
does not set forth adequate stan- 
dards and guidelines to govern 
the action of the Board. The only 
requirement’ set forth in the or- 
dinance to govern the procedure 
of the Board is that contained in 
Section VIII-2.B.i, which provides 
that the Board must obtain a re- 
port from the Town Planning 
and that the report of the Plan- 
ning Board ‘shall set forth, in- 
sofar as practicable, the probable 
effect of or need for such use. 
within the general area thereof, 
or within the town, and may con- 
tain suggestions or recommen- 
dations relating to the establish- 
ment of any such use.” I rule 
that this provision is not suffi- 
cient to satisfy the requirements 
of General Laws, Chapter 40A, 
Section 4° ‘The decisions of ‘the 
Supreme Judicial Court. have 
indicated that the standards to be 
laid down need not eliminate a 
sound discretion in the Board in 
acting on the application for a 
permit. It is true. moreover. 
that the standards need not be 
detailed and explicit. but it would 
seem at least that they must re- 
quire the Board to consider 
whether the grant of the permit 
would be in harmony with the 
general intent and purpose of the 
by-law and whether the grant of the 
permit would derogate from the 
nature of the particular zoning 
district pertinent to the applica- 
tion 
Both the evidence before the 
Planning Board and the evidence 
presented to me at the hearing 
in this court might be adequate 
to warrant the grant of a permit 
for the particular purpose re- 
quested; if there were a valid by- 
law complying with the statutory 
requirements for the granting of 
permits for the allowance of an 
exception to the general regula- 
tions contained in the by-law. 
However, because of the defici- 
ency in the by-law itself and its 
failure to set forth the required 
standards for action by the Board 
of Appeals, { must rule that the 
action of the Board was invalid.

‘Testing Constraction 


How can you determine if a 
house is well-constructed? 

On first entering a house, look 
at the hardware, trim, and fix- 
tures. Good hardware usually 
Indicates good quality through- 
‘out the house.
